REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1-20 are allowed because none of the prior art suggest the particular subset of the 
process steps in subjecting the lines to a metal electroplating process in which a plating potential 
is applied to each line at the end part whereby a metal layer is plated on the exposed surface area 
of the line, the covering layer serving to shield the underlying surface of the line during the 
plating.
